| Bush to speak on Iraqi TV

TOPEKA, Kan. — President Bush 
will accept Saddam Hussein’s offer to 


broadcast a message to Iraq, but only : 


on his own terms, Bush’s spokesman 
said Thursday. The president will 
make a tape in lieu of an interview 
with an Iraqi TV crew. 

“It’s a real opportunity,” Bush said 
of Saddam’s offer to televise the U.S. 
leader’s comments. Bush’s 
spokesman said the president had “a 
very distinct message” to give the 
Iraqi people about American reasons 
for the massive military buildup in the 
Persian Gulf. 

Iraqi Ambassador Mohamed al- 
Mashat said in Washington that “of 
course” Iraqi TV would air Bush’s 
message “in its entirety without edit- 
ing. Here you edit, in Iraq we do not 
edit.” 

On another topic, looking ahead to 
this weekend’s superpower summit, 
Bush said he will use the meeting not 
only to discuss the Persian Gulf with 
Soviet President Mikhail 8S. Gor- 
bachev but to press for a quick resolu- 
tion to strategic arms talks. 

Before embarking on a one-day po- 
litical trip to Kansas and Florida on 
Thursday, Bush spoke by telephone 
with a number of world leaders on the 
gulf situation and his upcoming meet- 
ing with Gorbachev. They included

Syrian President Hafez al-Assad, 
Turkish President Turgut Oczal, 
French President Francois Mitter- 
rand and West German Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl, the White House said. 

He also called United Nations Sec- 
retary-General Javier Perez de Cuel- 
lar to thank him for his unsuccessful 
try at resolving the gulf crisis in talks 
last week in Iraq. 

Bush also met Thursday with Is- 
rael’s visiting foreign minister, David 
Levy in Washington. 
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The president did not comment fur- 
ther on the offer to address the Iraqi 
people, but his press secretary, Mar- 
lin Fitzwater, said the White House 
would be happy to tape a message of 
10 or 15 minutes. 

Naji al-Hadithi, director general of 
Iraq’s Information Ministry, said in 
Baghdad that an Iraqi television crew 
was ready to go to Washington to in- 
terview Bush for a broadcast on state- 
run television. 

Fitzwater said that wouldn’t be 
necessary “we'll produce it 
ourselves.” 

“Although we have not heard from 
Iraq directly, we accept their offer of 
a broadcast to the Iraqi people. The 
president will tape a message to the 
Iraqi people in the next few days 
which will be provided to the Iraqi 
information minister,” Fitzwater told 
reporters accompanying Bush on Air 
Force One. 

Bush has said he wished he could 
have the media access in Iraq that 
Saddam has had on U.S. television. 
The Iraqi president’s statements and 
appearances have been broadcast 
widely, many of them on live and 
unedited CNN reports. 

“The president has a very distinct 
message that he wants to give to the 
people of Iraq about our purpose for 
being in the gulf. He thinks this is a 
good opportunity,” Fitzwater said.

Shortly after Baker arrived, Saudi Arabia said it would 
commit several billion dollars toward the cost of defending 
the kingdom’s oil fields. 

And, following meetings earlier this week in Paris and 
London, Brady insisted he was getting strong words of 
encouragement, especially from British Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher. 

Neither the French nor the British committed to 
specific dollar amounts and officials of the 12-nation Eu- 
ropean Community were scheduled to take up the ques- 
tion of increased assistance at a meeting planned for Fri- 
day. 

While one official traveling with Brady on the flight 
from London to Seoul said it would not be unreasonable 
for the allies to pick up the entire $1 billion monthly cost of 
the U.S. troop buildup, that statement was viewed more 
as a negotiating ploy than a reasonable expectation of the 
outcome. 

The Brady delegation faced an even harder sell in meet- 
ings Friday with South Korean President Roh Tae-woo 
and Japanese Prime Minister Toshiki Kaifu.

Iraq tightened the screws on trapped Westerners on 
Thursday, warning that anyone trying to leave without 
permission could face life in prison. Washington and 
Moscow, meanwhile, scrambled to prepare for the week- 
end superpower summit they hope will bring a break in 
the 5-week-old crisis. 

In a surprise move, Bush said he would make a state- 
ment for broadcast to the Iraqi people, saying he saw “a 
real opportunity” to explain the U.S. view. Baghdad had 
offered to broadcast an interview with 
Bush, but the White House said the 
president would tape a statement in- 
stead. 

Statements by the Iraqi president 
— which White House wags call “Sad- 
damathons” — have received ample air 
time in the United States, and the 
Bush administration was reportedly 
irritated about this. 

Word that Moscow favors a U.N. 
military force in the Persian Gulf came 
from Soviet Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Gennady Gerasimov. He 
indicated Mikhail S. Gorbachev may 
discuss the idea with Bush at their 
summit Sunday in Helsinki, Finland. 

Previously, the Soviets had said only that they might 
participate if the United Nations decided to deploy a 
military force. 

At the United Nations, diplomats said U.N. Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar planned to send an envoy 
to occupied Kuwait to meet with diplomats whose em- 
bassies are surrounded by Iraqi troops, and with trapped 
foreigners. Baghdad would have to give its consent for the 
Visit. 

The State Department again blasted Iraq for its treat- 
ment of foreign nationals, including the shooting of an

American in Kuwait who was trying to avoid capture. 
Department spokesman Mark Dillen called Iraq’s behav- 
ior “outrageous.” 

Iraqi authorities informed U.S. officials that an Ameri- 
can shot by Iraqi police in Kuwait was expected to be 
discharged from a hospital shortly, but will remain in Iraqi 
custody, Dillen said. The American was wounded while 
attempting to evade capture at his apartment in Kuwait 
City, he said. 

“We hold the Iraqi government responsible for the 
health and welfare of all American citizens held against 
their will in Kuwait and Iraq,” Dillen 
said. 

In Iraq, the outlook grew grimmer 
for trapped foreigners. 

Baghdad said those caught trying to 
leave without permission could face life 
in prison. 

Justice Minister Akram Abdul- 
Kader said authorities were reviving a 
1987 law that “a foreigner violating the 
entry and exit procedures ... will be 
sentenced to life or temporary impris- 
onment, and all cash in his possession 
will be confiscated.” 

President Bush said the United 
States was determined to force Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein to with- 
draw from Kuwait, which Iraqi troops overran Aug. 2ina 
dispute over land, money and oil. 

“We will not stand by while one country devours an- 
other unthreatening country whole,” Bush said at a Kan- 
sas fund-raiser. “Our cause may not be easy, but it will 
always be right.” 

As the United States redoubled its efforts to win finan- 
cial support for the huge military effort, British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher pledged more forces to bol- 
ster the U.S. contingent in the gulf. She did not elaborate 
on the deployment plans.

Football tickets sell out by 9:30 a.m.

Season tickets — those who bought tickets (or 
bought them for friends) are excited about the 
game against Miami Saturday, but those who were 
not so fortunate are feeling a little less elated. 

“Too many people in those lines don’t even care 
about football. I waited two years for this and my 
ticket was taken,” said avid fan Denis Petersen, a 
20-year-old engineering major from Morgan. Pe- 
tersen went to get tickets at 5:30 in the morning and 
was unable to acquire one of the rotating seat sea- 
son ticket packets because he had to make it to an 8 
o'clock class. 

By the time Petersen could get back he just 
missed getting any of the season tickets which were 
sold out by 11 a.m. Individual game tickets were 
gone by 5p.m. Why were all of the student tickets 


sold out this year? Rumors flew through campus 
that the major reason for the sellout was because 
the Cougar Club got all the tickets, or that the 
public could pay higher prices, so they got them. 
But that is not the case. - 

The 16,512 rotating season tickets were sold out 
by approximately 9:30 a.m. Ticket manager Larry 
Duffin said that number of tickets has been the 
“exact same allotment for at least eight years. This 
is the first time in three years the students have 
bought out all of their tickets.” 

Duffin said they are not mad all of the tickets sold 
out because they work hard all year to have people 
come to the games and they are happy students 
have finally picked up all of their tickets. 

The individual game tickets that went on sale 
were 2,000 tickets that had been discounted for the 
students to purchase. Duffin said these tickets 
were originally for visiting schools, but that the 


schools did not use all of their tickets. Those tick- 
ets were sold out by 5 p.m. Thursday. 

The rumors which alleged the Cougar Club ex- 
panded seating this year and took the students 
seats are incorrect. The additional seating they 
received was taken from the public and corporate. 
section in the east portion of the stadium — none 
from the students. 

Duffin said they have done extensive studies 
related to the ticket situation. “We have the 
largest percentage of student body getting tickets 
of any college in the nation, 17,000 of the 27,000 
students get them. BYU also gives the largest 
percentage of stadium capacity to the students of 
any other college, 17,000 of the 65,000 seats go to 
the students.”

The two countries have yet to sign a peace treaty for World War II because 
of the dispute over islands off northern Japan seized by the Soviets at the end 
of the war.

Germans who once lived in its quiet neighborhoods. 
.: With German unification less than a month away, the day is drawing nearer 
“when those claims — and up to 1 million others — will be decided by local 
committees in scores of towns. 

Such claims are only one aspect of the broader question of how to decide who 
owns land that was, until recently, under strict Communist control and, before 
that, part of prewar Germany. 

The puzzle over property has been blamed for the reluctance of many 
businesses to immediately invest in East Germany, which is scheduled to 
merge with its capitalist neighbor Oct. 3. 


Gunmen kill 5 on busy train platform 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — Two assailants opened fire on a 
crowded train platform, killing five people and wounding 14, police said 
Thursday. Violence also continued in black townships. 

Col. Frans Malherbe said the attackers began’shooting “for no rhyme or 
reason” at the Jeppe station in Johannesburg: “They didn’t say anything,” 
Malherbe said. “They just walked up and opened fire.” 

All the victims were black, and so were the gunmen, police said. The 
assailants fled the scene. 

A hospital spokesman said 14 men had been admitted with gunshot wounds, 
including eight in critical condition. 

Earlier, police in the township of Soweto fired tear gas and shotguns to 
disperse rival black factions in street clashes. Police said at least one person 


— stabbed to death and 16 were injured. Soweto residents said three people 
ied.

Some officials skeptical about 


schoolyard gun

WASHINGTON — On Thursday, 
Cleveland’s police chief and other 
supporters of firearms control urged 
federal action to bar guns from school- 
yards and surrounding areas. A fed- 
eral official said such a law could not 
be enforced. 

“You have the power to restore 
confidence in the ability of govern- 
ment to safeguard our children, our 
nation’s most valuable resource,” 
Chief Edward P. Kovacic told a 
House subcommittee hearing on the 
plan. 

The measure, similar to one in an 
omnibus crime package approved by 
the Senate, calls for maximum five- 
year prison sentences for those bring- 
ing firearms within 1,000. feet of a 
schoolyard. 

It reflects heightened concern over 
gun incidents on school grounds in re- 
cent years, including multiple slay- 
ings of youngsters by deranged indi- 
viduals in Stockton, Calif., and 
Winnetka, Il. 

“Those incidents, while celebrated, 
are not isolated,” Rep. Edward F. 


Feighan, D-Ohio, told the House Ju-- 


diciary subcommittee on crime. 

The measure would make excep- 
tions for unloaded guns locked in cars, 
as well as those belonging to school 
guards and those licensed by the state 
after a background check of the 
owner. 

But skepticism about the measure 
was expressed by Richard Cook, chief

of the firearms division in the Trea- 
sury Department’s Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco and Firearms. 

He said the bureau has 1,800 spe- 
cial agents nationwide to enforce 
scores of laws under its jurisdiction. 

“Our firearms enforcement activi- 
ties are focused on violent criminals 
and illegal drug traffickers,” he said. 

“As you can see from these num- 
bers and the law enforcement de- 
mands placed upon us, ATF could not 
provide direct protection to all of the 
nation’s schools and could not be ex-- 
pected to be the first line of defense 
against guns and violence in schools,” 
Cook added. 

- He said local law enforcement offi- 
cials should take the lead in enforcing 
gun laws around schools, with addi- 
tional support coming from the bu- 
reau.

Handgun Violence, at least 71 people 
have been killed with guns at schools 
nationwide over the last four years. 
The report said six were em- 
ployees and the rest were students.

Gang member creates 
memorial for Watkins

NEW YORK — On the street, his 
name is Rocstar. He runs with his 
posse, FTS, a loosely knit crew 
known for graffiti and a love of loud 
dance music. To police, he is simply 
Yull Gary Morales, 19, of Queens, ac- 
cused murderer. 

Morales and seven other young 
men were arrested Monday and 
charged with the Sunday night stab- 
bing of a Utah tourist on a subway 
platform. The suspects allegedly 
wanted cash for a night of drinks and 
dancing in Manhattan; instead, they 
wound up charged with murder. 

Residents of the well-maintained, 
middle-class Queens neighborhood 
where several members of the gang 
lived described the suspects as guys 
who hung out at the schoolyard, 
drinking beer, smoking dope and 
spray painting their names on the 
wall. 

On Thursday, one member was 
spray-painting something else: a 
memorial to stabbing victim Brian 
Watkins. 

Watkins, 22, of Provo, tried to in- 
tervene as the gang robbed his father 
and punched his mother in the face. 

The gang often meets in the Flush- 
ing section; coincidentally, Watkins 
had traveled to the same area to 
watch the U.S. Open tennis tourna- 
ment. 

On the night that Watkins was 
slain, several members of the gang 
met in the two-story, stucco home of 
18-year-old Ricardo Lopez. The en- 
tire group hooked up at a subway sta- 
tion to head into Manhattan and the 
Roseland Ballroom, with a brief stop 
for a mugging to finance the evening.

WINDOW ROCK, Ariz. — The Navajo tribe has 
signed a contract for school clothing with a Utah- 
based sewing company in hopes of salvaging the 
firm and its jobs. 

The $2.5 million contract may save the company, 
First Native Apparels, John Powless, director of 
Utah’s Division of Indian Affairs, said Wednesday 
after interim Navajo President Leonard Haskie 
signed the contract. 

The company, based in Montezuma Creek, Utah, 
employs 35 Navajos. 

Harry Sloan, a Navajo CPA who serves as acting 
chief executive officer for Utah Navajo Industries, 
said about 10 percent of the school clothing will be 
Navajo produced and the remainder will be pur- 
chased from manufacturers.

BYU’s fledgling recycling program 
is off to a good start, but much still 
needs to be done, said a BYU botany 
professor.

Roy Peterman, from the BYU 
grounds crew, said the program has 
been running since the first of this 
year, and so far the results have been 
favorable. 

Recycled goods include newsprint, 
white and colored office paper, alu- 
minum cans, cardboard and ferrous 
metals. 

Rushforth said he sees several 
things that can be done to improve the 
program. 

First, he said, the program should 
be expanded as it now exists, with 
more containers placed in more 


strategic locations. 

“When I walk across campus there 
just aren’t enough places to drop 
newspapers and aluminum cans,” 
Rushforth said. 

There also need to be more bins in

And more work has to be done to 
get the people in the offices interested 
in gt the program. 

“We also want to see a more com- 
prehensive program,” he said. “We 
would like to see it pushed into bottles 
and steel cans, and plastics.” 

Students should also realize recy- 
cling can also be done off campus, said 
Clayton White, a BYU biology pro- 
fessor. 

White said he visited an apartment 
complex and was dismayed to see the 
trash bin piled high with cardboard 
boxes.

Report accuses Harmer of ‘financial irregularities’

A report released Thursday by a group of Utah 
attorneys accused 3rd Congressional District can- 
didate John Harmer of a number of financial irregu- 
larities, while it declared that candidate Karl Snow 
had been open and honest about his financial back-

Richard Hill, the chairman of the Independent 
Attorneys Committee, said in a press conference 
Thursday that the group’s investigation found “dis- 
erepancies between (Harmer’s) public pronounce- 


ments and what we have found.” 


The report leveled charges at Harmer that in- 
clude the misuse of Eyring Inc. funds, a company 
where Harmer served as President and CEO until 
earlier this year, and the failure to pay almost 


$300,000 in federal taxes. 

Speaking for Harmer’s campaign, Rick Haskell, 
Harmer’s financial director, called the report a 
“feeble attempt to bring old news back into the 
public spotlight. There was nothing new brought to

2 percent raise suggested 
for Provo City employees

After hearing results from a year- 
long study, the Provo City Council 
moved not to consider.a proposal in- 
creasing Provo City employee wages 
until next week. 

The council met Thursday to hear 
the report of a compensation study 
made by TPF'&C, a Towers Perrin 
company out of Denver, Colo. 
TPF &C is an international consulting 
firm specializing in compensation, 
employee benefits, actuarial services, 
communication and human resource 
services. 

The company was asked in October 
1989 to evaluate the base pay scale of 
Provo,City employees,and to review 
job classifitations that détermine the 
wagesiof each employee! cat 

Annie Frome Burgess, a represen- 
tative from TPF&C was hired to do 
the evaluation. In April, Burgess pre- 
sented the council with results from a 
salary survey, and followed that re- 
port Thursday with the reclassifica- 
tion study. 

In her studies, Burgess compared 
the base wage of Provo employees to 
the base wages of 22 companies in the 
private sector of Utah Valley; 11 mu- 
nicipalities in a four-state area; and 
five utilities from a five-state area. 

She collected information on 30 dif- 
ferent positions, salary ranges, pay 
practices and benefit practices. 

Burgess concluded that Provo City 
needed to raise its pay rate two per- 
cent, effective Oct. 1, to meet the 
market average, and all employees 
with grade changes in wage move toa 
new grade retroactive to July 1, 1990. 
They also proposed a one-time bonus 
of three percent for December. 

Mayor Joseph A. Jenkins said em- 
ployees preferred the December 
bonus to a 1.5 percent bonus retroac- 
tive to July 1, 1990. 

This increase would affect individ- 
ual wages $70 to $80 per month with 
some employees receiving a seven 
percent increase and others receiving 


up to a 20 percent increase. 

Should the council decide to adopt 
the proposal, Provo City will pay $1.2 
million more in 1990 for employee 
wages than were paid in 1989. 

“We decided we will pay employees 
a fair salary,” Jenkins said. “On top of 
that, we are the only city that de- 
creased taxes 10 percent.” 

Jenkins was referring to a 10 per- 
cent decrease in property tax for 
Provo residents. 

Jenkins said the council would not 
need to appropriate more money for 
the budget to compensate for the pay 
raises. Fluxuation of salaries was con- 
sidered when the budget was created 
and there should be enough in a re- 


serve fund to pay the employees, 
Jenkins said,, SM 906 15VA Ii

““Jenlans said. “Right now Provo is on 


an economic crest. When it is down, 


we hope for enough money on reserve 


to keep us from laying off employees.” 

In addition to the salary study, 
Burgess considered the reclassifica- 
tion of employees. The study used a 
team evaluation system to evaluate 
city jobs. The teams looked at individ- 
ual responsibilities, tasks, amount of 
job freedom or structure and working 
conditions. Jobs were given grades 
according to the importance of the job 
and how it utilized the key factors. 

There were 193 jobs evaluated. 
Burgess concluded that 29 jobs be 
moved to a higher pay grade and 
seven jobs be downgraded. In addi- 
tion to the change in job grades, 36 
individuals were reclassified. 

Burgess said reclassification would 
“not impact current salaries, just 
their ability to progress on the pay 
scale.” 

After questions were raised about 
freezing. of salaries, Jenkins was 
quick to mention that the analysis was 
purely analytical. “We were careful 
not to look at who is in the job,” 
Jenkins said. “We were not looking at 
individuals, we were looking at duties 
and tasks. Personalities were re- 
moved.” 
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Haskell said Harmer held a press conference in 
August where he addressed the majority of the 
issues present in yesterday’s report. A couple of 
the other issues, he said, were simple “misrepre-

Also suggested are ways to fund 
the state’s drug war, a top priority 
for Gov. Bob Miller, via a cut of 
taxes on businesses, services or 
liquor. Mujahid Ramadan, state 
substance abuse programs coordina- 
tor, has said most of the funding 
would have to come from the state’s 
general fund unless some new 
source is tapped. 

Ramadan also said most of the es- 
timated $20 million in federal and 
state funds currently used to fight 
drugs in Nevada goes to law enforce- 
ment, and the commission wants to 
see more money pumped into educa- 
tion and treatment.

Detmer, Erickson duel

Going into Saturday’s football 
game, the BYU Cougars could be al- 
most overwhelmed with the image of 
a dominating Miami team. Miami is 
ranked number one, and has been ei- 
ther one or two for the past four 
years. But there are doubts that the 
game will be totally one-sided. 

“If you put them on a pedestal,” 
said Stacey Corley, BYU halfback, 
“then you are always looking at them 
from the cellar up.” 

Cougar right defensive tackle Rich 
Kaufusi said there was no doubt in the 
team’s mind that BYU could do it. 
“Our offense will score, no matter 
what.” 

Even Miami Coach Dennis Erick- 
son feels BYU has the qualities to 
give Miami arun for its money. “BYU 
to me is the most underrated team in 
the country. They’re going to be a top 
10 team. Going to Provo is not going 
to be easy.” 

The last time Erickson coachedin a 
game against BYU was in 1986, while 
he was at the University of Wyoming. 
BYU beat the Cowboys, 34-22. 

This year BYU has the talents of 
Heisman candidate Ty Detmer. Det- 
mer is predicted to receive a lot of 
exposure, improving his chances for 
the Heisman. 

Miami, however, also has a leading 
candidate. Craig Erickson has a 
record that also puts him high in the 
Heisman running. 

This game could determine who 
gets football’s most coveted trophy. 

Defensive coach Ken Schmidt said 
Erickson was like Detmer. “He’s one 
of the top quarterbacks in the coun- 
try. (Miami) has a good football pro- 
gram and a lot of good players.” 

Schmidt said BYU was not having 
any problems with all of the interest 
expressed in the upcoming game. He 
said the hype had no effect. “ It’s just 
another game. The only hype is from 
the media.” 


Coach LaVell Edwards said he pur- 
posefully refrained from talking 
about Miami until BYU was through 
with the UTEP game. Now that the 
game is here, “We are excited to play 
the national champion,” he said. 

Detmer is not going into the game 
alone. The BYU defense has im- 
proved over the summer and hopes to 
stop Erickson and the Hurricanes. 

“This year’s defense doesn’t com- 
pare to last year,” Kaufusi said. “We 
make things happen. We are acting 
instead of being acted upon.” 

Against the UTEP Miners last 
weekend, Kaufusi and the BYU de- 
fense held off the Miners in three sep- 
erate goal line stands. This is the re- 
sult of more attention paid to 
attacking, Schmidt said. 

“We are moving the front line 
more,” Schmidt said. “Instead of con- 
trolling they are attacking.” 

Detmer will also be protected by a 
front line that averages 284 pounds. 
There are four out of five returning 
starters this year and Schmidt says 
they are big and real good. 

They will need to be because Miami 
will be aiming to intimidate Detmer 
and force him to make mistakes. 

Miami defensive tackle Anthony 
Hamlet said the Hurricanes intended 
to put a lot of pressure on Detmer. 
“Hit him a couple of times from the 
blind side. Get him roughed up there, 
you know?” 

Miami has been chosen by experts 
to win Saturday, 42-24. This specula- 
tion has even crept onto BY U campus 
where Kaufusi has heard of students 
discussing pointspreads against 
BYU. 

“T hope the rest of the student body 
does support us,” Kaufusi said. “Why 
buy tickets if not to come to cheer us 
on.”

CCC changes services, 
offers free consultations

BYU’s Computer Consultation 
Center has changed some of its ser- 
vices so it can focus on solving com- 
puter and local area network prob- 
lems for the campus community. 

Mark Ungerman, technical coordi- 
nator, said the center is “focusing on 
consultation, problem resolution, 
software evaluation and some soft- 
ware upgrades.” 

“Tf you have a problem with a com- 
puter, call the CCC and they will 
solve it, or if it is out of their exper- 
tise, then they will refer you to a 
solution,” Ungerman said. 

For example, if you cannot print 
from your computer, then you can 
eall the CCC at 378-2089, and they 
will help you determine if it is a prob- 


lem with the software, the com- 
puter, the cable or the printer. 

If it is a hardware problem, then 
they will refer you to the people who 
can fix it. 

In order to achieve this goal, the 
CCC has done away with laboratory 
services, such as printing, scanning 
and machine rental. These services 
are available at the other computer 
centers on campus, said Loralee 
Holt, supervisor of the CCC. 

Ungerman said the CCC did away 
with the other services so it could 
“spend more detail time with the 
customer.” 

Consultation is available by ap- 
pointment in 156 TMCB or by tele- 
phone. In this way, “we can create 
an environment where the person 
can get the problem solved,” Unger- 
man said. 


Resort to get half 
of requested land

OGDEN, Utah — A Forest Ser- 
vice decision to trade about half of the 
acreage that Snowbasin officials had 
wanted will make development of the 
northern Utah ski resort more diffi- 
cult, but officials say they will make 
do.

will allow southern Utah to receive public television sig- 
nals without cable TV, a congressman says. 

Rep. Jim Hansen, R-Utah, said Wednesday that a fed- 
eral grant will allow construction of TV translator stations 
to send public television from KUED and KULC through- 
out southern Utah without cable. 

The $336,938 grant from the National Telecommunica- 
tions and Information Administration will cover 75 per-

cent of the cost of the translators to be built by the Univer- 
sity of Utah to boost signals. 

In addition, the funding also will extend the statewide 
EDNET systems — which allows interaction statewide 
with an instructor or speaker in a central location — to 
school districts in southeastern Utah. 

“Southern Utahns will now be able to enjoy the cultural 
benefits of public television without the need for cable. 

“Students will be able to enjoy the resources of state’s 
universities from which students in larger populated ar- 
eas already benefit,” Hansen said.

said Utah County Sheriff's Capt. 
Dave Lamph. 

One of the inmates fired one shot 
from a handgun and the host fired six 
from his revolver, but none of the 
three was injured, Lamph said. A 
handgun, possibly taken from a bur- 
gled cabin, was recovered during the 
capture. 

The tops of Provo and American 
Fork canyons are separated by a 
ridge, and Sundance is located on the 
Provo Canyon side. 

The search originally centered in 
American Fork Canyon, where the 
truck was found abandoned, then ex- 
panded to Provo Canyon when the 
shots were fired and a cabin owner 
reported seeing strangers in the area. 

Corrections Director Gary DeLand 
said later the men faced escape 
charges and possibly counts of at- 
tempted murder and burglary, the 
latter stemming from thefts from sev- 
eral cabins. 

Redford was said to have been out 
of state at the time.

DeLand said corrections officials 
also would ask the state Board of Par- 
dons to extend their original sen- 
tences to the maximum, in Brown’s 
case; life imprisonment. 

Corrections officers, highway pa- 
trol troopers and Utah and Wasatch 
county sheriffs deputies joined in the 
search, closing the Alpine Loop road 
that connects the two canyons and 
temporarily evacuating Sundance 
and nearby summer homes. 

Brown, 47, of Lehi, was convicted 
in the 1976 slaying of Sonny Cordova, 
and the 1977 killing of Steven Losh, 
who was shot to death the day before 
Brown’s trial for the Cordova killing 
was to begin. 

Brown originally was sentenced to 
death, but was granted commutation 
to life in 1980. 

George, 38, of Avalon, Calif., had 
convictions for robbery and burglary. 
He escaped in 1985 and went on 4 
robbery spree. 

He was classified as a habitual 
criminal, and his next parole hearing 
date was in 2004.

However, the judge said he would be 
doing “a disservice to the community” 
if he allowed Humphrey to go free. 

Budnick ruled that Humphrey is a 
danger to the community. But he indi- 
cated he would consider another re- 
quest for bond reduction and wanted 
to hear medical testimony about 
Humphrey’s mental condition. 

Russo did not comment afterward 
on whether he would seek another 
hearing. He said he was preparing for 
the trial on the aggravated assault 
charge, tentatively scheduled for Oc- 
tober. 

Humphrey’s grandmother testified 
she didn’t want to press charges and 
would welcome Humphrey back into 
her home, where Humphrey’s mother 
also lives, in Indialantic, 180 miles 
from Gainesville. 

“I want it dropped ... definitely,” 
Elna Hlavaty, her right cheek and 
right eye badly bruised, said as 
Humphrey watched. 

She said she didn’t fear her grand- 
son, although she had called police 


repeatedly. 

She said she couldn’t remember 
anything about the night of the inci- 
dent other than that she hurt her 
right side when she fell on a concrete 
floor. The 79-year-old Hlavaty 
protested she was old and ill and 
couldn’t answer any more questions 
from prosecutors. 

Sheriff's Deputy Douglas Ham- 
mack testified she told him the night 
of the arrest that she feared 
Humphrey would beat her again. 
Humphrey started banging his head 
against his patrol car when Hammack 
put him inside, the deputy testified. 

Hammack said he had gone to the 
grandmother’s home five or six times 
on disturbance complaints and was 
told Humphrey was refusing to take 
medicine to control mood swings. 

He testified on one visit he had 
Humphrey remove a knife from the 
front seat of his car and lock it in the 
trunk. 

Besides Humphrey’s apartment, 
detectives searched his’ grand- 
mother’s home and his black Cadillac. 


High demand means rise in ren

Rent for students is on the rise 
again because of demand and increas- 
ing costs for utilities’ and mainte- 
nance, local apartment managers 
said. 

Married students for Fall and Win- 
ter Semesters will be hit the hardest, 
with rent being raised as much as $21 
a month for a one-bedroom apart- 
ment, they said. 


Valerie Burtenshaw, office assis- — 


tant at Pebble Creek Apartments, 
said they raised rent from $240 to 
$260 a month for one-bedroom apart- 
ments because of the demand and be- 
cause of the upgrading that is being 
done. 

“There is such a demand that we 
are able to do that. But I think that it 
is getting out of reach for some stu- 
dents,” she said. 

Jenny Rolley, office manager at 
Spanish Villa Apartments, said there 
isn’t enough housing for married stu- 
dents. “They keep building housing 
for single students, but they need to 
build for married students,” she said. 

Rolley said a lot of students are 
having to go to Springville and Orem 
to find housing because what is avail- 
able in Provo is overpriced. 

Linda May Vierra, a 27-year-old se- 
nior from Mercedes, Texas, majoring 
in human development, said she 
couldn’t find an apartment for less 
than $300. 

“We went to a couple places that 
were one-bedroom. One basement 
apartment was $285 a month, but it 
was pretty bad,”she said. 

“My husband is only five feet, eight 
inches tall, and his head almost 
touched the ceiling,” Vierra said. 

She said they found a basement

apartment in Orem that wasn’t great 
but was only $220 a month. 

Vierra said, “A lot of places are 
good, but they are overpriced.” 

Dee Moody, office manager at Lib- 
erty Square, said the owners of Lib- 
erty Square are building a new com- 
plex for married students at the 
corner of 400 E. 400 North. “We just 
recognized a real need for married 
housing, so we tore down the houses 
we owned there to build Union 
Square,” she said. 

She said they are putting in 94 
fully-furnished units, which should 
run about $415 a month. She said the 
rate seems high, but it will include all 
utilities, local phone, and satellite 
television costs. 

She said they expect a high demand 
for places at Union Square, and they 
already have about 80 people on the 
waiting list. 

The apartments should be done by 
October, she said. 

Letha Guire, general manager at 
The Elms, said housing for single stu- 
dents hasn’t been affected as much by 
demand, but rent is still going up. 
“There was a housing glut a few years 
ago because they overbuilt,” she said. 

She said there is a demand for sin- 
gle student housing, but there is 
enough competition between the com- 
plexes to keep rates down. “I don’t 
think they need more for single stu- 
dents.” 

“I know of one complex that raised 


. their rent to $190 a month, but they 


found out they had to come back down 
to $175 because tenants wouldn’t pay 
$190,” Guire said. 

Guire said rent at The Elms had 
gone up $12 a month, from $147 to 
$159, because overall expenses had 
risen. “Repairs, maintenance and 
labor costs have all gone up,” she said.
